Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The invention relates to a process for preparing organic carbonates from a 
mixture of polymeric polyalcohols and their carbonates and carbamates. The closest 
prior art is U.S. Patent No. 5,349,077. The non-obvious and not suggested aspect of 
the invention of the present application is that ammonia or amine formed in the reaction 
are separated and then reacted with alcohols to form carbonates. Therefore, claims 1-5 
are allowable over the prior art.
